"Supporting Mexico^ s proposal would mean recognizing to a 
certain extent the ICC, which is unacceptable in the U.S.' 
eyes . " 



"The U.S. has forged a compromise with other Security 
Council members that the words 'International Criminal 
Court' should be deleted but that ^war crimes' could be 
kept. However, without the international law upon which a 
'criminal's' punishment could be based, and without specific 
judicial measures, there will certainly be difficulties in 
providing effective protection to UN personnel." 



4. DUMPING FUKNITUPE
